The mine jis close by the track oa the 


POWDER AND BALL, 


A Collision Between Miners and 
Militia in the Belleville 
District, 


Female Rioters Take Possession of 
a Mine and Imprison the 
Owner. 


The Militia, Fired Upon by Miners, Re- 
turn the Fire, Killing One 
an. 


Twenty Rioters Arrested—Official Re- 
port—Further Trouble Feared 
at Collinsville. 


A Chinaman at Paterson, N. J., Whose 
Prices Were Too Low, Assaulted 
by Celestials. 


Collision Between the Militia and the 
Mob at the Rose Hill Miae—One Man 
Kilied and Several Wounded. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., May 28.—|Special.]|—The min- 
ing strike in the Belleville district culminated in 
collision between the militia and miners at half - 
past 5 o'clock this afternoon, one man being 
killed and others wounded. After the troubie 
was ended at Collinsville Saturday the three 
militia companies were ordered to East St. 
Louis, to be in readiness to go out on any road 
where they might be needed. They were Com- 
pany B, Taylorville Guards, Capt, Crooker com- 
manding; Company G, Virgen Guards, Capt. 
Wilson; Company F, Edwardsville Guards, Capt. 
Fabnestock. 

AN AMAZON MOB. 

The causes which led up to the tragedy com- 
meuced early in the morning, when a number of 
women, wives and daughters of the miners, 
joined forces and visited the min They tirst 
weut to Kose Hill Mine, near town, where they 
seized the engineer and threatened to strip and 


» duck him if he did not draw the fires from under 


the boilers. 

Accomplishing their object in this quarter, 
they next moved on to Reinecke’s Mine, No. 4, 
in Dutch Hollow. wbich mine was in full opera- 
tion. They reached the piace about ll o'clock,’ 
and, being joined by about 400 men, they sur- 
rounded the piace, 


The women were very abusive, and, being j 


armed with clubs and biacksnake whips, threat- 
eved to beat the men who were working. As 
soon as they came to the top they demanded 
that they be brought out, but Mr. Reinecke re- 
fused to permit it to be done, and, with the viev 
of further securing the safety of bis wep, 
caused the pit-doors to be closed. 

The women insisted that the men should come 
out, and Keinecke was at last forced tu take 
refuge in his house, where he locked himself in. 

Deputy-Sheriff Anthoay, with seves Deu, was 
unable o quell the tumult, and seeing that mat- 
ters were growing worse be reported the cundi- 
tion to Sheriff Ropiequet at Belleville, who im- 
mediately made requisition for the militia. 

Meantime the furious feusaies Coutinued mob- 
bing the guards all une afterndon. They would 
pouad Reinecke’s house wk their clubs and 
try inevery way to get at bim, even threatening 
to tear the house down. 

ARRIVAL OF THE TROOPS. 

It was just avout balf-past ö o'clock when the 

train arrived at Wood Station with the troops 


north side. On seeing the train approach a 
large number of the strikers had moved down 
on the track, probably 10 iu all. As the 
train pulled into the station these men nearly 
ali stepped off on the south side, opposit the 
mine. The women remained with a few men on 
the north side. 

There are bilis all about, and a coupie hun- 
dréd more miners were scattered over the em- 
inence. 

Deputy-Sheriffs Anthony and Ragiand had 
gone to the station to receive the troops. Brig.- 
Gen. Reese was the first man to step down, and 
Authony immediately asked him if he wasin 
command. He replied that he was nat, but 
pointed out Col. J. 8. Barkley. of Springfield, 
who had command of the three com pauies. 

Anthony and Gen. Reese then started to meet 
the Colonel, when the strikers near began to 
make hostile demonstrations. The troops were 
getting down from the cars when, movements 
being made by the miners, Anthony commanded 
them to keep the peace and to disperse. 

THE FIRING. 

The response to this was a pistol-shot which 
was aimed at Anthony and the General, and 
passed between them. Anthony promptly re- 
turned the tire with his revolver. 

Following this several shots were fired from 
the crowd. Some of the bullets struck and went 
into the cars, which were still filled with soldiers. 
One bullet cut the clothing of Heary Theur, of 
Company F. 

A line was hastily, formed. and Anthony called 
on the commanding officer to fire. The com- 
mand was very willingly obeyed, as it was get- 
ting rather hot. A volley of 4 little Ure-at- will 
practice by the troops was followed by a stam- 
pede on the part of the miners, who rushed 
over the bill for places of safety. The militia 
promptly moved out and covered the ground iu 
pursuit as rapidly as possibile, picking up 
twenty-six prisoners. No resistance was en- 
countered and no more sbooting occurred. 

In the one or two minutes’ firing it is sup- 
posed a couple of hundred shots were fired by 
the troops, evidentiy not with any deadly intent, 
as there were hundreds of men within short 
range of them and rigut in the line of fire. 

One of the fleeing crowd was struck in the 
back of the bead by a bullet and instantly 
killed just as he had jumped across a ditch. He 
was supposed to be a man named Heisler, from 
Caseyville. 

William Starkey, a miner, received a bullet in 
the hip, causing a severe wound. 

Several others are reported to have been 
| slightly wounded.

RETROSPECTIVE. 

Eye-witnesses of the fight say it is incompre- 
hensible how so few were injured. At the point 
where the fight occurred the road runs through 
a gully with hills seventy-five feet high oo either 
side. On the south side the hillis perbaps 150 
yards from the trac&, the intervening ground 
being flat. All the strikers near the train had 
to run across this open space before they could 
reach any kind of cover, and the whole front of 
the hill was dotted over with their com- 
rades who were looking on. If the volley 
passed over the beads of those on the fiat it 
seems queer that those on the bights did not 
catch more of the lead. as they were not expect- 
ing the first volley and had no opportunity to 
avoid it. The moment the command to fire wag, 
given the whole flat and side-bill became a coar 
fused sea of tossing arms, flying hats, and 
bounding figures, as une crowd leaped over ob- 
structions and jostied each other in the wi 
racé for a place of safety. It would have been 
decidedly taughabie had it not been such 
a serious affair. The troops were taken 
completely by surprise, and nad they been all 
on terra firma and formed for an attack prob- 
ably they would not have fired at all. As it was

A Chinaman Mobbed by Compatriots. 

New Tonk. May 2.—(Special.J—A riotous 
demonstration against Chinese cheap labor has 
taken place et Paterson, N. J., the remarkable 
featuré ot the case being that the attacking 
party themselves were Chinamen. About a 
month ago a Chinaman known as Lung Poy, 
alias Kong Hing, went to Paterson from this 
city and opened a laundry on Main street. It 
was soon noised abroad from that portion of 
the community of Paterson that affects celes- 
tially-laundried linen that Lung Poy’s prices for 
doing up shirts and collars were lower than the 
rates generally demanded in Chinese laundries. 
In fact, Lung Poy was cutting rates. As 
a consequence, unwashed linen poured in vast 
quantities into his store and Lung Poy pros- 
pered. His countrymea in the same business in 
Paterson, of whom there are some thirty, sent 
committees to Lung Poy suggesting that he 
raise his charges to che uniform standard. He 
refused to comply with their demands, even 
when he received threatening letters. Yester- 
day a Chinaman went to Lung Poy's place and 
told him that a friend from New York wisbed to 
see bim at a house in Goodwin street. Lung 
Poy, suspecting no harm, went to thé place in- 
dicated, was shown to an upper 
room, where he found a grim crowd of bis coun- 
trymen armed witb batcbets and long clas 
knives.

FOUR INCENDIARY FIRES 


About Midnight Minneapolis, Minn., 
Was Aroused by the Torch of 
the Incendiary. 


Four Conflagrations Started Simulta- 
neously, and One Was Raging 
at 2 A. M. 


Sr. Paunt, Minn., May 28.—At Minneapolis 
about midnight tire destroyed Dunsig's feed- 
store and a number of barns near by, on South 
Washington street.

SENATOR BAYARD. * 


Mis Bid for the Presidential Nomina- 
tton. 

New Yoru, May 28.—‘Special.]—Senator T. 
F. Bayard bas written the following private 
letter to the editor of the New York Word 
under date of Wiimingeton, Del., May 23: 

“The more important the question the great- 
er the necessity indealing with it gravely and 
worthily, and anything like finesse or the ap- 
pearance of finesse or trick in dealing with 
such an issue as a tariff for revenue or 
a turif for the protection of certain classes of 
our chtizens will greatly ‘weaken the party re- 
sorting to it. Quite independent of the economy 
to the Treasury and iocidental benefit to 
American producers and manufacturers, which 
is to be affected by higher or lower rate of tariff 
taxation, is the more profound question of po- 
litical right and power to lay any public burden 
upon the entire people for the benefit, 
profit, or protection of private individuals. 
If this claim be admitted as one of right, then 
prWileged classes do existin this eountry, and 
although titles may not be allowed by the Con- 
stitution, yet all the advantages and privileges 
of rank will be obtained witbout the name. 

“I know of no position more jmpregnabie, 
and upon which it is more. important for the 
Democratic party to form its line, than that 
*public property cannot be taken for private 
use under any pretext." The Constitution 
of the United States—and of every 
ene of the States 80 united— 
provides for the taking of private property for 
public use only upon the rendition of just com- 
pensation to the owner, but nowhere in this 
country, and nowhere where free insti- 
tutions have recoguidion, can the sover- 
eign power take pubiic property for private 
use. „ Or the private property of A to 
be bestowed upon B. with or without compen- 
sation.’ The only ground upon which any indi- 
vidual can ve deprived of bie property is to 
benetit the Community, and whenever such an 
exigency arises be must (under our guar- 
antees) be tirst justiy eompensated. The 
‘form’ of the exaction is immaterial—as much 
80 a8 to place—and a tax collected in the interior, 
Or ata man's residence, or at the seapurt of 
entry. and under a tariff law—an excise ora di- 
rect tax law—it is ali the same, and to be justi- 
fied’ must be ‘in the name and for the use of 
the Government of the United States, 

“With this principle once laid down the rate 
of taxation will be easily measured by the pub- 
lie exigencies, and such a spectacie as was wit- 
nessed at the last session of Congress—of a hand- 
ful of men representing private interests and 
coutrollmg and molding ‘ee laws of taxation 
to suit those interests—wiil never again be tol- 
erated by bonest public sentiment. The excise 
system can be so arranged, I am sure, as to do 
away with the army of spies and agents and the 
detestable inquisiuon practiced under present 
laws. A tax upos the ascertained capacity 
ef a still can be substituted for the host of po- 
litical Storekeepers, Gagers, and armed 
Marsbais, who now constitute the chief power 
of the Kadical party in many States. Aud a 
sensible reduction of the rate of tax to a 
true revenue point would accomplish a 
vast reform and give great relief. I am con- 
vinced of the serious necessity for a change in 
our eivil- service system of removais and ap- 
pointments. The tree will grow and 

natural fruits, and if we 
to make men’s salaries and 
living dependent soleiy upon 
the caprice and favor of the executive brancn, 
we will see such men in high office as suit the 
office-hoiaing class, and not the people or their 

interest or honor. Yours aes

SUPERVISING ARCHITECT. 
THE OFFICE ONE OF DOUBTFUL LEGALITY. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 28.~—The Washington 
correspondent of the New York Herald, ina 
long and interest dispatch to his paper explaiu- 
ing the necessity of the pending investigation 
into the affairs of the office of the Supervising 
Architect of the Treasury Department, says: 
“This investigation which the Secretary of the 
Treasury bas ordered into the management of 
the office of the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury Department recalls the fact that the 
office itself, as it is carried on under the present 
management, is one of doubtful legaiity, and 
that in ali probability the next Congress, with a 
large Democratic majority in the House, wil! 
give this so-called department of the Govern- 
ment such an investigation as mey result iu 
saving jarge sums now annually frittered away 
ugon the construction of public bulidings. In 
the year 1853 the appropriations for public 
buildings under the Treasury Department 
amounted to $2,025,500. lu the year 1576 (twen- 
ty-two years later) the apprupriationas for public 
buildings under the Treasury Department had 
swelied to 811,00. 000. Durifgall that time no 
action had been taken by Congress 
to give a legal sanction to the olflice. 
In ty | this office disbursed more than 
$37,000,000. The suspicion bas arisen that the 
entire office is little more than a political ma- 
chine by which the millions intended for 
National art are squande for political 
purposes, or find their way into the pockets of 
favorit contractors. Ou this point there is a ro- 
port that the United States Engineer in 
charge of the public buildings in Wash- 
ington, who is untrammeled by political 
influence or official considerations, bas been 
able to save the Government since he took 
charge of the construction of the new War De- 
partment Building several hundred thousand 
dollars. The investigating committee, of which 
Assistant-secretary New is Chairman, will 
probably discover that the braoch of 
Treasury through which #0 many millions 
are expended for public buildings also 
expends more than enough to invite competi- 
tion from the leadmg architects of the Unired 
States in furnishing designs for our public 
buildings. How much more would be saved if 
the vianning and devising were divorced from 
the duties of sg hn ef Architect may be fully 
investigated by Congress next session.

‘Treasurer, and $10,425 to Mr. Crowley as Ot- 
man’s attorney. It is reported that George 
bliss went to the Attorney-General and repre- 
sented that District-Attorney Corkbill bad béen 
counsel for Ottman, and he could not act, and 
that he (isse would make a report; chat At- 
torney-General Brewster gave the case to bim, 
and signed the report which be made without 
kuowing what was init, and that Bliss’ report 
recommended the compromise. Ottman has 
since said he received only about $4,000 of this 
money. William A. Cook, who was one of Ott- 
man’s former counsel, says that Congress will 
uadoubtediy be calied upon to investigate this 
extraordinary cow promise, N

The President has appointed Christopher

This 
provision applies only to matter which does not 
bear the card or address of the sender. Such 
card mat ter should be returned immediately to 
the party mailing it. This order will take elfect 
July 1, 1883.

United-States-Treasurer Wyman has issifed a 
cirediar informing bankers that hereafter they 
will be required to pay express charges upoa 
currency sent for redemption.

The theory of the Government has been that it 
isa public advantage to bave ciean money, and 
better for the publſe health. When shippers 
bave to pay their ow express they will 
not do it except in cases of extreme importance.

This will be the result this year. The amount 
hitherto appropriated for this purpose has been 
$50,000 annually. The Treasury authorities say 
people may now expect dirty money. 

The Assistant-Secretary of the Interior, Jos- 
lyu, under whose charge the Freedman's Hos- 
pital is, has had bis attention called to certain 
facts which indicate that the bospitai has been 
mismanaged. Mr. Joslyn, on visiting the hospi- 
tal, inspected a delivery of meats.

Pressure to Prevent a Strike at Pitts- 
burg Next Friday. 

Prrrsnond., Pa., May 28.—{Special.]—Business- 
men of this city are bringing all the pressure 
they can command to bear upon iron manufact- 
urers and workers to prevent a strike next Fri- 
day, but so far they bave accomplished nothing. 
A proposition to arbitrate was rejected by both 
sides. Nove of the iron-milis have signed the 
scale. Two weeks ago the ironworkers at Cin- 
cinnati made a demand for an advance of 50 
cents a ton for puddling. Manufacturers here 
bave information today that the men have re- 
considered this action and concluded to accept 
the Pittsburg scale, whatever it may be. Man- 
ufacturers accept this as in the nature of a back- 
down on the part of the men and as evidence of 
weakening. 

Secretary Weeks this evening gave your cor- 
respondent some statistics concerning the num- 
ber of mills and men that will be affected should 
there be a strike, of which the following is a 
summary: Number of mille in Pittsburg dis- 
trict, 30: in Western Pennsylvania outside of 
Pittsburg district, 7; Wheeling. 14; in Ohio, be- 
low Wheeling, 7; Mahoning Valley. O., 13; in the 
interior of Onio, 15; lake counties of Onio. 1; 
Louisville, 3; lodiana, 2; Iilinois, 3; Wisconsin, 
I: Missouri, 2; Michigan, 2: Nebraska,2. There 
are twenty-three non-union mils in the 
country. June lL the number 
of 1 employed in the iron industry was 
80, The impending strike affects at 
60.000 persons, about one-fourth cf whom de- 
long to the Pittsburg district. The latest from 
Wheeling relative to the iron scale is that the 
nail-milils will close down for a short period at 
least, though there is said to be already evi- 
dence of weakening in two places. The sheet- 
miis, Crescent, Actna, and Standard,, will sign 
the scale. It is said that the miliis at lronton, 
O., and the Standard, of Clifton, W. Va., will 
continue after June 1 at the old scale; aiso that 
the Pomeroy Miil has arranged to run condi- 
tionally and abide by the decision of other 
points as to wages.

AT DEATH'S DOOR. 


Father John De Bileck. . 

A reporter called at St. Ignatius College last 
night to ascertain the condition of the Rev. 
Father De Blieck, who has been lying at the 
point of death for the last week. Father O'Neill, 
President of the college, said that he did not ex- 
pect bim to live through the night, as bis little 
remainmg strength was failing rapidly, and nis 
pulse had almost ceased to beat. Although re- 


duced to the utmost extent physically, his men- 


tal faculties are clear and strong to a wonderful 
degtee. He has taken no nourishment for at 
least one week, as he cannot swallow anything 
in the way of food. His disease is cancer of the 
throat. 


Father O Nelll and Dr. Fitzgerald are of the 
opinion that should Father De Blieck live 
through the night he will quietly pass away in 
the next twenty-four hours. He has made every

Rev. lohn De Blieck was born in the City 
of Bruges, Beigium, the léth of February, 1821. 
His parents were in comfortable circumstances 
and were able to give young John the benetit of 
a good common-school education. Upon the 
completion of his intermediate studies he was 
sent to a Jesuit academy in Bruges, where 


be astonished his Professors and elassmutes by’ 


the brilliancy of his talents and bis wonderful 
progress iu the study of the classics, history, 
and mathematics, It was while a student at this 
institution that the young man, or boy—for he 
was little more than 17 years of age—tirst con- 
ceived the idea ot becoming a Jesuit. Upon 
making apptication to the Provineial of the 
Jesuits at Bruges he was readily accepted as a 
postulant and assigned to the American Mission. 
In tne latter part of August, 1839, Father De 
Blieck, then a young man 18 yearsof age, to- 
gether with eight companions, among whom 
were John Roes, J. Van Hulst. C. Huecken, F. 
Sautois, and C. Smarius, set sail for America, 
and upon their arrival weut directly to the novi- 
tiate of the Jesuit community at Florissant, Mo., 
on the banks of the Mississippi River, four miles 
from St. Louis. he and his four companions 
took the Jesuit habit and entered the novitiate 
Dec. 2. the eve of the Feast of St. Francis 
Xavier, 1839. As Mr. De Biieck bad studied En- 
glish at nome and bad made good progress, he 
was given every Opportunity while in the novi- 
tiate to perfect himseit in it, and among other 
duties of obedience he was assigned as a tutor 
in the Jesuit University at St. Louis. Upon the 
completion of bis novitiate and term of proba- 
tion be was ordained a priest on Pentecost Sun- 
day, 1846, 

He left St. Louis the very evening of bis or- 
dination for the purpose of assuming the rector- 
ship of St. Xaveir's College at Cincinnati 
After he had served the usual term, 
three years, in that position, be was reappointed 
by the Provincial tor another term. He refused 
to serve, and took an appeal under the rules of 
the society to the Father General, Rotan—bet- 
ter known, perbaps, to the general reader as the 
Father Rodin of Sue's ** Wandering Jew.” His 
appeal was based op the ground t while by 
joing the society he bound bimselt to implicit 
obedience, yet at the same time, by the same 
rules. he was guaranteed certain things, one of 
these the right to complete his theological 
studies. The Father Generai sustained his appeal. 
the only one, it is believed, ever taken by a 
Jesuit in this country, and be was sent to 
Georgetown, D. C., to make a four years’ course 
of studies in philosophy. He was suosequently 
made rector of the college at Bardstown, Ky., 
and eurly in 1867 came to Ubicago. He was, 
however. immediately selected by Father-Gen- 
eral Boeckx, at the request of the Rt.-Rev. 
Bishop Laury, and by permission of the Holy 
Father Piv Nono, to instruct the clergy in the 
diocese of New Mexico in dogmatic theology,for 
which his critical knowledge of Spanisb especially 
qualified bim. He left Chicago for this mission 
in June, 1867, returning after au absence of a 
year. — A Lamy was sent by the council 
which met at Baltimore to Rome as the bearer 
of its proceedings to the Pope. While there he 
spoke of the terrible condition in which he had 
found bis new diocese of New Mexico, and 
asked that some priest be sent there for the 
purpose of instructing the secular clergy in the- 
ology. The Po consulted with the Father 
General of the Jesuits, and he said he had. just 
the man that was needed at Chicago—Father 
De Biieck. He was also tor a time connected 
with the St. Louis University, and commenved 

re a series of lectures in the Jesuit church 
attached to the college. These lectures were on 
theology and controversial subjects. and at- 
tracted large audiences of Catbolics and Protest- 
antes alike. In August, 1869, be was appointed a 
professor in St. Ignatius’ College, Chieago, and. 
as in St. Louis, begun a series of Sunday lectures 
in the Holy Family Church, which is con- 
nected with the college. In 1871 he be- 
‘came minister or precentor, and showed such 
marked ability in the discharge of the 
duties of that office that the Fatner Provincial, 
whose headquarters are in St. Louis, appointed 
aim President of the college in August, 1575. In 
1876 he was appointed Socius Provincial of the 
wary & Father O'Neill bei Provincial. He 
heid the office of President of St. Ignatius’ Col- 
lere until the end of the scholastic year of 1878, 
when circumstances compelied him to resiga. 
During the last yearof his Presidency his health 
began to fail, and be bas been gradually getting 
worse from year to year. For the last three or 
four years Father De leck bas been confined 
to his room at frequent intervais. It was only 
recently that it was discovered that he had can- 
cer of the throat. This disease was accom- 
panied by a general prostration of the nervous 
system. 

Father De Blieck was beyond a doubt one of 
the brighest lights of the Jesuit Order in Amer- 
ica, and a man of remarkable talent. As a lec- 
turer on philosoppy, theology. and historical 
subjects he was witbout a superior in the order. 
For many years back all the kuotty cases of 
conscience which confronted the priest in the 
confessional were reterred to bim for settlement. 
There was no point of philosophy within or 
without the church with which be was not famii- 
iar. His knowledge of languages was almost as 
extensive as his acquaintance with theoiogy, 
and to these he added the qualifications of an 
exceilent administrative officer. Take him all 
in all, be was the ablest member that the Society 
of Jesus ever bad in this country. 


Death of Ex-Chief-Justice Sharswood, 
of Philadelphia. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 28.—Ex-Chief-Justice 
George Sharswood died this morning. 

[George Sharswood, LL. D., was born in Phila- 
delphia July 7.1810. He graduated. from the 
University of Pennsylvania in 1828, and was ad- 
mitted to the Philadelphia bar in 1831. Ia 1845 
he was appointed Judge of the District Court of 
Pennsylvania, and in 1867 was appointed Judge 
of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania. He was 
also for a time Professor of the Law-School, 
University of Pennsylvania. Between the years 
1854 and 1869 he wrote a work on professiona! 
etbics; in 1856. Popular Lectures on Commer- 
cial Law; in 1870, “ Lectures Iutroductory to 
the Study of the Law; and also edited Biack- 
stone’s Commentaries,” “Byles on lis.“ 
“Starkie on Evidence.“ Russell on Crimes,” 
*“ Leigh's Nisi Prius.) Roscoe on Criminal Evi- 
dence,” and Smith on Contracts.”

EUROPE AND AMERICA. 


Danger of Over population in the Old 
Countries—Food-Producing Capacity 
of Europe Strained to the Utmost— 
The Discrimination Against Ameri- 
ean Food-Products. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 22.—[Boston Journal.] 
—Consul Potter, at Crefeid, contributes some 
curious information to the State Department on 
the commercial future of the United States and 
the overpopulation and the necessities of Ru- 
rope. Mr. Potter looks forward to the time 
whenJ§the food-supply of Europe will be 
very much reduced. The population of Eogiand 
and the Continent, with the exception of France, 
he says, is increasing at the rate of about 1% 
per cent aunually. or four millions a year, while 
there is no increase in arable acres. The ca- 
pacity for producing food has therefore, he 
thinks, reached its limits in most of the Euro- 
pean States; and, in order to do something to 
increase the possibilities of future food-sup- 
ply, he says that, was a means of . modifying the 
dangers arising from floods and hall. it is 


forest-growth a portion of the soil now devoted 
to tne production of food. grain-crop of 
Europe for the year 1883, it is estimated, will 
fall sbort of the demand for home consumption 
by more than 350,000,000 bushels. Next year the 
surplus population will be some millions great- 
er, and the deficiency in grain- products will be 
correspondingly augmented; and thus will the 
difference between consumption and demand 
continue to rapidly widen as the years roll ou. 
So far as food-suppiy is concerned, the 

eople in the thickly-populated area of 

urope appear to be ‘living from hand 
to mouth’; and in each year, before the 
beginning of a new barvest, it is not probabie 
that there is in the country a supply of bread- 
atuffs which would meet the demands for home 
consumption for a period of thirty days. The 
deficiency in the meat-supply can be measured 
by that of breadstuffs and grain. Any dis- 
turbance of the elements, therefore, which pro- 
duces a season of unusual rain, cold, or beat. 
and which reduces the crops below an aver- 
age yield, is now. justiy a source of 
auxiety, if not of alarm, to European states- 
men. who measure the future by the lessons of 
the past and the standard facts of the present 
day. When viewed witha prospect of possibie 
war between European States, they assume a 
still more serious aspect: and I bave reason to 
believe that the reports of the abie Boards of 
Commerce in some parts of the Continent bave 
presented facts and figures, and drawo coociu- 
sions therefrom, whieh the bighest govern- 
mental authorities have not deemed proper 
information to be laid before the pub- 
lic. Some of these commercial organ- 
izations have been actually suppressed 
because insistt upon their privilege of 
re ing and publishing facts, and conclusions 
drawn therefrom. If, according to estimates, 
the grain-crop of the present 1 falls 0. 
60.000 bushels below the annual consumption, 
witb a corresponding deficiency in the meat sup- 
ply, what is likely to be the rute of increase in 
future demends from foreign sources, and 
where is the supply to come from?” 

Mr. Potter further finds additional facts to 
confirm his argument by the relations between 
low wages and poor food. He says: ‘ 

de steady increase in the price of food for 
the last ten years, while wages, if not deviining, 
are tottering on the brink of a fail, isa suflicient 
indication t the food 2 — capacity of 
Europe has been strained to its utmost, and still 
fails far short of meeting the demands for 
bome-consumption. And now the necessity for 
having a source of supply that will be certain. 
with adequate trrangements for its economical 
and rapid delivery. are questions whicv are be- 
ing earnestly. p upon the consideration of 
the Governments immediately interessed. Et- 
forts with some politica in them will be 
made, and are being made, to put a 
rosy tint upon unpleasant facts. Agri- 
cujtural intesests are being especially fa- 
vored, and enticing inducements are 
presented to encourage farmers to increase 
their crops; while, notwithstanding the high 
prices of meats and the paucity of production, 
when measured by the meg«nitude of the de- 
mand, they are protected from foreign compe- 
tition by import-duties levied on food-supplies. 
The aid of science is wuch taiked of, and will be 
still furtmer invoked, with a view of drawing 
from the earth more abundant yields.” 

Mr. Porter thinks that vigorous retaliation on 
the part of the United States would prove a 
speedy and effectual heck to the probibitory 
measures which have been resorted to for the 
purpose of preventing the importation of 
American hog- products into Germany. He cites 
one illustration of the way in which retaliatory 
lerisiation would operate. He says: 

“The textile and iron and steel industries of 
Prussia and the manufacturers of kuit goods in 
Saxony are not independent of American mar- 
kets. Asan illustration, it may be stated that 
Crefeld, which is one of the principal centres in 
Germany tor the manufacture of silk and silk- 
and-cotton-mixed goods, during the year 1882 
produced goods of this descripdon to the value 
of about $20,000,000. More than one-quarter of 
the total manufactures of this singie town of 
80.000 inhabitants was sent to the United 
States. These goods, after paying freight 
Overland and sea, and 00 per cent duties, 
gave the manufacturers a satisfactory protit. 
The total number of operatives, in all depart- 
ments, employed in manufacturing these goods 
wus 65.000; and the total wages paid them was 
$6,052,670, or to each operative for the year, 
$93.11, or less thun $2 per week. Suppose, in 
view of the restrictive and prohibitory legisia- 
tion against American meats by Germany and 
France the United States should raise the tariff 
on silk goods to 100 per cent, and thus prob- 
ably reduce by 25 per cent the demand for the 
mapnufuctures of this locality and at the same 
time reduce by 25 per cent the meagre earnings 
of the 65,000 operatives whose endurance is al- 
ready strained!” 

Mr. Potter makes a curious computation as to 
food production and consumption in Europe. 
The annua! average increase in the population 
(France excepted) is about 1% per cent, or 16 per 
cent inten years. In the United States the in- 
crease was 30 Der cent in ten years. The com- 
pound increase in overpopulation in the ten 
States named will be, theretore, about 3,325,000 
annually, or 36,000,000 in teu years. Some idea of 
the amount of supplies needed ten years bence 
to support that number of people may be 
formed by taking only two items of food, bread 
and meat, and allowing for consumption to each 
person the same rations that are measured out, 
with scrupulous economy, to each soldier in 
European armies, viz: twenty ounces of bread 
and eight ounces of meat dally. The result will 
be as follows:

The calamity of four months’ enforced idle- 
ness in a single year falls whoily upon laboring 
men; none of it on the manufacturers, who may 
close four months when they will. 

There is such a division of opinion among 
Democrats as requires toleration on the tariff 
question, but those unwilling to repeal war 
rates, which were added to a protective tariff, 
are entitled to lenieacy.

The main object of these so- 
cieties is to enable workingwen to build or pur- 
chase their own bouses, and I can say, without 
fear of contradiction, that there are hundreds 
of the working classes referred to who bave 
built or pure the houses they live in, and 
in many cases another house or two as well. 
Hand of the mortgages have already been 
paid off, and almost every day a bona-fide 
workineman may de seen going to one or au- 
other of these societies for his deeds to take 
home free from debt or incumbDrance. This he 
could not do ou the wages mentioned by Mr.

Although nothing definit: has 
been accomplished thus far, the business 
men are not discouraged. The latest intel- 
lizence received by the Pittsburg manufact- 
urers is to the effect that the ironworkers at 
Cincinnati have reconsidered their action, 
and concluded to accept the Pittsburg scale. 
The President of the Cleveland Rolling-Mill 
says he expects no strike there. 
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Ir the excess of exports over imports meas- 
ures prosperity the country was consider- 
abiy less prosperous in April than in the 
preceding months, The last monthly state- 
ment of our foreign trade just issued by the 
Bureau of Statistics shows that the excess of 
exports over imports for April was but 83. 
880,865. The month before it was $16,876,557, 
andin January it was $25,409,055. During 
the twelvemonth the increase iu imports was 
$25,158,004 and that in exports $53,765,573. 
The total of our exports and imports for the 
year ending with April 30 last was $1,486,000,- 
000, which is less that half the annual vol- 
ume of transactions on the Chicago Board of 
Trade. | 

At the quarterly meeting of the County 
Board of Commissioners yesterday bids for 
pauper burials were received.

Ir the Judges should send back to the Gov- 
ernor any of the rejected names it would 
not be a compliance with the statute; they 
are not at legal liberty to return rejected 
names, and must recommend some other fit 
and competent persons. It would be the duty 
of the Governor to return the rejected names 
at once, as he could not lawfully receive or 
send them in to the Senate; besides to do 80 
would be discourteous to the Senate, which 
had already refused to confirm them, 

The plain duty of Judges is to select 
instead of these four rejected applicants four 
non-partisans, or four Denfocrats who will 
not act as partisans en the bench, whose rep- 
utations are good. and whose sympathies are 
not with the criminal classes, and who have 
a fair knowledge at least of the require- 
ments of their positions. There is plenty of 
fit and suitable material to select from. 
There are many lawyers, who have good 
reputations for sound sense and moral char- 
acter, who stand well in the community. and 
who are not wholly unacquainted with the 
principles of law and justice that can be In- 
duced to become the successors of the re- 
jected individuals. 

We are disposed to think that on the 
whole the Cook County Judges will not be 
sorry for the opportunity which the State 
Senate has given them to select better suc- 
cessors.

THE REJECTED CHICAGO JUSTICES. 

Four of the five Democratic nominees for 
Justices of the Peace for this city, who were 
rejected by the State Senate last week, have 
been complaining rather loudly about the 
„unjust“ treatment to which they have been 
subjected, and are very persistent in asking 
for an opportunity to set themselves right?’ 
before the public, and in demanding an in- 
vestigation that their reputations may be 
* vindicated.” They attribute their defeat to 
personal and political prejudice, and have 
taken to posing before a not overattentive 
public as martyrs. It is not likely that they 
will be accorded such an investigation as 
they would desire, and therefore the vindl- 
cation must be withheld. The Legisiature 
is too busy with other matters to fritter away 
its time in setting Messrs. Prindiville, Walsh, 
Le Bout, and Kersten right before the 
world, and it would cost the taxpayers some- 
thing more than the reputations of the 
gentlemen bare suffered, Besides, there 
is a very general and well-founded be- 
lief that as far as the four com- 
plaining and wailing ofliceseekers are 
concerned those who opposed their nomina- 
tions were right, and that in refusing to con- 
firm them the majority of the Illinois Senate 
acted very properly and in the public inter- 
est. The suffering gentiemen have relied too 
much on their indorsement by the Demo- 
cratic Circuit Judges. These five gentlemen, 
though Democrats, are by no means Iiufalli- 
ble. Their judgments in the case of one of 
the nominees Is in flat contradiction to that 
of the leading light of their party in this city, 
Mayor Harrison. It will be in the recoilec- 
tion of all who have bothered themselves 
much about such things that about a year ago 
Mr. Harrison asked for Mr. David Walsh’s 
resignation as Justice of the West Side Po- 
lice Court, and gave as his reason for mak- 
ing this request that Mr. Walsh did not pre- 
serve that strict impartiality, the equanimity 
of manger, that calmness of temper, and even- 
mindedness on the bench which the circum- 
stances of his position and the public in er- 
ests required. Mayor Harrison thought, 
and expressed the thought, that Mr. 
Walsh, unless subjected to  mellow- 
ing influences, which cannot be ap- 
plied frequently without grave danger, 
was apt to dole out too large measures of 
justice to those who game before him, and 
that when the mellowing influences were too 
frequently resorted to Mr. Justice Walsh 
was in the habit of mixing too much mercy 
with his justice, and of acting in a manner 
not altogether decorous in a dispenser of 
fair play. Mayor Harrison has never re- 
tracted the charges he made against Mr. 
Walsh, nor have the police officers on whose 
statements hizzoner made the charges modi- 
fied their testimony in the least. When so 
partisan a Democrat as the Mayor of Chica- 
go makes such grave accusation against one 
of hisown appointees, State Senators who are 
not Democrats are not very much to blame 
for acting on them, and for thinking that the 
Democratic Judges of the Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court erred in recommending Mr. Walsh 
for reappointment. 

There were most excellent reasons also for 
the refusal to continue Mr. Prindiville as a 
Justice of the Peace. During tus last three 
years his court has been the harbor of ref- 
uge for the gamblers and blackleg friends of 
Mike McDonald, the boss biackleg and gam- 
bler of Chicago, and he has come to be 
known as the change-of-venue Justice, and 
so Intimate are his relations with the corrupt 
ring of local politicians over whom the man 
McDonald exercises such unlimited control, 
so subservient has he made himself to the 
wishes of the boss gambler, that he has been 
selected by him as the colleague of his Man 
Friday, Mackin, as Democratic-City-Oentral- 
Committee man to represent the very ele- 
ment, the gamblers, who make his court a 
refuge. That the Senators rejected such u 
nomination was most proper. It the Demo- 
cratic Judges were very desirous of acting 
on the spirit of the law under which Justices 
of the Peace for this city are appointed, they 
could surely have selected better men than 
either Walsh or Prindiville. They forgot 
themselves in the matter; it was but right 
and proper for the Senators to recall them to 
a sense of their duty in the matter. 

Kersten’s only qualifications for the office 
of Justice ot the Peace are that he was a 
friend of the Chicago Chief ot Police, an in- 
timate acquaintance of a Communist lawyer, 
and that he has gained some experieuce asa 
police-court clerk, The latter qualification

course, It is not quieted, but simply changes 
its dice. At the present moment wheat and 
petroleum are the fayorit hazards. The 
rooths of the Petroleum Exchange on Will- 
iam street, New York City, are crowded 
with a pandemoniacal crowd of brokers, and 
the volume of transactions is fabulous. The 
excitement on the Chicago Board of Trade 
appears to be growime as alarmist calicula- 
tions of the shortage multiply, and the area 
of the crowd widens that sees sure wealth in 
buying wheat. 

There is one very important element of 
the caiculation as to the price of this year’s 
crop that many of these sanguine recruits 
of speculation seem to entirely overlook. 
That element, which may prove the missing 
link of their fortunes never to be found, is 
the surplus of last year’s crop. The Uuited 
States had last year what was fully equiva- 
lent to a fifteen months’ crop. England had 
a crop one-sixth better than her recent not 
very good average. The indications for this 
year are not flattering, it must be admitted, 
but neither are prices low. Buying wheat 
as a specu lation when it costs $1.15 a bushel 
is a very different thing from buying for 
an investment.“ which is, we believe, now 
the fashionable phrase, at 81 cents. 

The present prospect is that, taking last 
year and this year together, we will have con- 
siderably more than the average supply of 
wheat. If the crop for last year was equal to 
the average yield of fifteen months, and that 
for this year be equal to that of eleven 
months, we have the jleld of twenty-six 
months for the supply of twenty-four 
months, which ought to be enough “to go 
around.” This would justify an average 
price—not a low nor a high price, but a 
medium figure. How do the quotations to 
which rural speculation has pushed wheat 
compare with the average price ? 

By turning to the last annual review pub- 
lished in THe Tripunge it will be seen that 
the average price of, wheat in this market 
for the last twenty-three years has been 6.7 
cents a bushel in gold. The current price 
of $1.15 a bushel is almost 20 per cent above 
this. It represents not any intelligent or 
rational measure of the pecuniary effect of 
the shortage of this year’s crop compared 
with last year’s crop. It represents simply 
and solely the price one speculator is willing 
to bid over another speculator for the chance 
of sudden and easy wealth. They do not 
know whether wheat is worth 81 a bushel 
or 10 cents more or 10 cents less. All they 
know is, that they are willing to risk a mar- 
gin for the chance of scooping in the differ- 
ence, if it should go to $1.25, 

It is ot no use preaching to the hardened 
sinners of the board norto the boys in the 
alley about the dangers they run in wrestling 
with the giants of the cliques. Probably 
warning will be equally wasted on the rural 
dupes of speculation, whom we shouid like 
to save if such a thing were possible. But 
the sight of the wagon-loads of letters re- 
ceived from country customers by such 
sharks as Flemming, whose “game” was 
broken up in this city afew weeks ago by 
the police, is convincing evidence that no 
advice, no warning, no exposure will check 
the tendency to speculation. The old story 
will be played over and over again on the 
board with never-ceasing encores. The eager 
ignoramuses in the city and country will to 
the end of time deposit their margin in the 
maws of the sharks, and go away sorrowful!

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e POWERS TO SERVE WARRANTS. 

Evidence is accumulating that the decision 
rendered not long since by Judge Rogers 
denying the right of the city police to serve 
warrants was not merely detrimental to 
society in depriving tha police .of powers 
which make them serviceable to the com- 
munity, but was also a forced and untenabie 
construction of the law as it stands. It was 
pointed out in TI Trrecne of Sunday that 
tlie decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Cahill case held that a policeman is an offi- 
cer as contemplated by the criminal code of 
the State in Sec. 342, which authorizes an 
officer to arrest without warrant under cer- 
tain conditions. Reference was made at the 
same time to the effect that Col. Cameron, 
the Prosecuting Attorney of the City Law 
Department, maintained that if a policeman 
is an officer as referred to in that see- 
tion of the criminal code—that is, with- 
out warrant—then he must also . be 
an ofiicerunder the terms of Sec, 340 of the 
criminal code, which describes the duties of 
officers in other cases. This would be the 
common-sense view of the case; but it is 
further supported by the State statutes in a 
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to was cited by M 
State’s-Attorney, In t 
oase, and ems to have had due weight with 
the Supreme Court.

It was not easy to understand how the 
Judge of a lower court could take upon him- 
self the responsibility of paralyzing the en- 
tire police force ot a large city by a technical 
and far-fetched construction of a single sec- 
.tion of the State statutes, but the mystery is 
greatly increased in the face of the section 
which we have cited, that expressly confers 
upon tho police the very powers which Judge 
Rogers denied to them. In the section 
quoted’ above policemen are defined to be 
“conservators of the peace,” and as such 
they are authorized to arrest “with or with- 
out process.” This is State law, and as a 
warrant is the only “process” issued for 
violation of a law of the State the warrant 
which Jpdge Rogers says a policeman has 
no right to serve is the only process which 
could have been contemplated by the above 
statute. Judge Rogers will find it no 
easy matter to extricate himself from 
the dilema in whicn the citation of 
this particular section places him. it 
may be embarrassing for him to admit that 
he was ignorant of that part of the General’ 
Incorporation act which confers constabu- 
lary powers upon city policemen; nor will 
such ap admission excuse the error he has 
made, tor certainly ignorance on the bench 
of plain provisions of the statute is not a 
justification for a decision which strikes at 
the public safety and is detrimental to the 
best interests of society. 

Unfortunately Judge Kogers’ decision, no 
matter how much it conflicts with the law 
and public welfare, stands as he made it 
until reversed by a higher court. There 
should be no delay, therefore, in taking up a 
test case to the Supreme Court, and, by 
securing a prompt reversal of Judge Rogers’ 
extraordinary opinion, restoring to the police 
the powers conferred on them by law, and 
which are essential to their efficiency in pro- 
tecting life and property. There is no rea- 
sonable doubt that the Supreme Court will 
hold the statute we have quoted to be plain 
and unequivocal, as we think Judge Rogers 
would have been compelled to do if he had 
read it before he made his biunderiag 
decision.

THE IRISH REBELLION AGAINST THE 
POPE. 

Pope Leo seems to have counted too much 
on Irish docility and allegiance to the church, 
His circular has met with a reception in 
Ireland and among the Irish in America 
which his “ Holiness” could hardly have ex- 
pected, and has evoked a protest which must 
rouse even a P to arecoguition of the 
fact that the Irish have made some advance 
towards mental independence in the last 
quarter of a century. The London corre 
spondent of the New York Sun, cabling Sat- 
urday night, says: 

The occurrences of the week in Ireland, the 
enthusiastic reception of Archbishop Croke on 
his return from Rome, and the general pubtic 
expression of opinion show that the Pope's cir- 
cular bas completely failed, and that the Catbo- 


lics Urmiy but reepectiully decline to be dictated 
to politically by the Hoiy See. 


Another telegram says: 


Englishmen are astonished at the impulse 
given the Parnell testimonial by the Pope's oir- 
cular. 


In Cork, the most ultramontane city in Ire- 
land, where the Town Council a few years 
ago went out ot its way to boorishly insult 
Gen. Grant for his speech at Des Moines pro- 
testing against Roman Catholic interference 
with the public schools, a meeting in aid of 
the Parnell fund was held Saturday. Saysa 
telegram: 


The meeting was large, but not one priest at- 
tended. This intensified the determination of 
those present to prove their loyalty to Parnell, 
and sterling was collected on the spot for 
the fund. 


Archbishop Croke, after counseling in a 
half-hearted way seeming submission to the 
Vatican, was no doubt rather gratified to 
find that those whom he addressed at Thurles 
last week on departing gave “frequent cheers 
for Parnell.” There-was not one for the 
Pope, although Dr. Croke told the people 
that Leo said that he was as good an Irish- 
man as he [Dr. Croke] was.” l 

But perhaps the best evidence that a good 
many Irish refuse to be politically dictated 
to by Rome is to be fotind in the fact that 
the day after the circular was issued $4,150 
was subscribed for the Parnell testimonial, 
and in the week after $25,000 were subscribed 
in Ireland alone, and this in the face of his 
prohibition, 

Still another more convincing proof—more 
convincing certainly as far as Leo is con- 
cerned—is to be found in the falling-off of 
the Peter's pence collected from Irish con- 
gregationus. A telegram of yesterday morn- 
ing says: 8 

Collections were taken up at all masses in the 
Catboiic churches in Brooklyn and outlying 
towus Suoday for the Pope, and special re- 
quests were made to the peopie to contribute 
something to boast of. In view of the Pope's re- 


cent letter, the contributions, boweve~, fell of 
one-third, as compared with last year. 


Capt. John F. Finerty’s advice to withhold 
the Pope’s pence no doubt accounts for the 
falling-off, notwithstanding the *special re- 
quest ’’ made to the wealthy Irish Catholics, 
who are quite numerous in Brooklyn. But 
the fact remains that there was a falling off 
of one-third. The advice of the advanced” 
Irishmen to “boycott the Pope,” despite 
the clamor of the church organs seems to 
have had considerable effect, even in Brook- 
lyn. But still more remarkable has been the 
effect in Baltimore, the oldest Koman Cath- 
Olic city in America, where we are told that 
the Peter’s pence fell off fully two-thirds 
Sunday week, when the collection was made. 
A dispatch from that city says: 


The Peter’s pence nowhere exceeded $100. At 
St. Johu's Catholic Chutch, where a congrega- 
tion of 8,000 persons worship, the contributions 
reached only $40. Heretofore this parish has

We have no doubt that in the Western dio- 
ceses the falling off will be more marked, and 
from present indications there will be a 
general “strike” against Peter’s pence in 
Ireland outside the cities. The “ Parnell 
pence” collections, as a Chicago Irishman 
calls them, are far more popular. 

It is a remarkable fact which has not 
escaped the intelligent student of history, 
and which Taz Tamer took occasion to 
point out a few weeks ago, that whenever 
Rome was in alliance with England the Na- 
tional party in Ireland was and has been anti- 
Papal. From the time when Henry IL. tried 
to upset the Celtic polity of the Christian 
Church in Ireland, which St. Patrick and 
the early Irish Christians established, until 
England broke with Rome in the time of 
Henry VIII., the National party in Ireland 
eptively ignored the political and in a great 
measure the religious authority of the Popes 
—eertainly as tar us non-essentials were con- 
cerned. And now again, in this century, 
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Roman Catholic Bishops) the 
party in Ireland has 


Vatican authorities ean -afford to ignore or 
disregard it. 

The Philadelphia American, commenting 
on this phase of the question, says: The 
struggle for national independence already 
has carried many a good Catholic out of 
practical relations to his church. ‘These may 
prove to be no more than the tererunners of 
a larger secession in the com decade.“ 
There is little prospect that the Pope will 
change his political tactics. He will cast his 
lot with the party in power at the present 
time. He will ally himself with the English 
Government against the Irish, as his prede- 
cessors allied themselves with King Bomba, 
Louis XVL, and the house of Hapsburg 
against the Italian, the French, and the 
Hungarian people.

DEMORALIZATION OF IDLE ARMY OF- 
FICERS. 

“The Devil always finds something for 
Idle hands to do.“ The curse of idleness is 
apparent in the demoralization it is causing 
among army officers, particularily those ab- 
sent on leave or stationed in Washington. 
Four prominent officers—Lieut.-Col. Ilges, 
Maj. Nickerson, Lieut.-Col. Morrow. and 
Paymaster Wasson—are arraigned for tria! 
by court-martial for various offenses, which 
might be catalogued under the general head 
of dissipation, the superinducing cause of 
which is idleness. These and several other 
officers, for there are many guilty ones who. 
are not court-martialed, have drifted into 
evil courses simply because they have noth- 
ing todo. The prevalent vices in the army, 
as in civil lite, which grow out of this jdle- 
ness are drunkenness and gambling, and of 
the two the latter is the worst. It not only 
demoralizes the officer who gambles, but it 
spreads to others. The recent developments 
in Washington show that it has not only be- 
come a ruling passion, but that it is pursued 
in a manner characteristic of professional 
gamblers ratlier than of gentlemen. A reg- 
ular poker ring has been organized, whose 
members not only play with each other but 
spread their toils as industriously and skill- 
fully as the professionals to gather in and 
fleece the greenhorns in the army, and in 
some instances have not only relieved these 
victims of their ready money but have in- 
duced them to hypothecate their pay for a 
year ahead, 

The army has always arrogated to itself 
the gentlemanliness of the country, and ele- 
vated its honor a peg or two above that of 
civilians, Such disclosurgs as these, how- 
ever, show that there are exceptions to the 
claim, and that there are men in the army 
who deserve to be degraded, not only be- 
cause of conduct unbecoming gentlemen, 
but for absolute breaches of army discipline. 
The officers in the army who are gentlemen 
ought not to object, for the conduct of these 
drunkards and gamblers reflects upon the 
whole army. The Government itself should 
take the matter seriously in hand, and after 
exposing and punishing the guilty should 
then devise some method to prevent the re- 
currence of these evils in the future. it may 
not be possible to prevent them altogether, 
for these two vices have always been con- 
comitants of army life to a greater or less ex- 
tent, but it can reduce them so that they 
shall not be public scandals. It must find 
something for every officer to do, not only 
that they may earn their pay, but that they 
may be kept out of the temptations which 
always surround -idleness, and out of the 
mischief which the Devil always has in 
readiness for idle hands. it may not be 
possible in a time of peace to keep 
discipline up to the war standards, but as 
otber Governments find something for their 
officers to do while at peace in study, and 
experiments, and investigations of various 
kinds, it follows that our own can do the 
same, and thus give its officers something to 
do instead of drinking, carousing, and gam- 
bling away their time, Too many of them 
are in Washington and other Eastern cities 
leading idle lives. Ot all places Washington 
is the worst for them. It abounds with 
temptations for idlers. Every officer who 
gets leave of absence wants to go there, and is 
liable to fall into the dissipations that grow 
out of idleness. The Western Territories 
and the great plains are ample in area for the 
accommodation of officers. In some portions 
of them there is plenty to be done in keeping 
the Indians quiet. Where the Indians are 
peaceable they offer excellent oppor- 
tunities tor marching, drilling, study- 
ing the nature of the country, con- 
ducting ideal campaigns, and taking physical 
exercise. If there are too many of them 
for the rank and file they might be made into 
companies and try the efficacy of the drill 
and daily life of privates. In these great 
areas there are not the same temptations that 
are to be found in the cities, Though they 
could not be as ornamental as they are in 
Washington, the Government can find some 
way to make them useful. Even if they did 
nothing but sit down in camp and survey the 
landscape, they would be better employed. 
than in dancing attendance at receptions, 
getting drunk at carnivals, or organizing 
poker rings to fleece their comrades. The 
Officers who have caused these public scan- 
dals ought to be properly punished, but that 
of itself will not reform the evils that grow 
out of idleness. Some plan that will get the 
officers away from the cities where they have 
nothing to do and locate them in the Great 
West, with plenty of occupation, if it ig only 
surveying or studying the geography and 
peculiarities of the country, will go far to- 
wards restoring discipline and preventing 
further demoralization. Itis not likely that

It is evident that ‘the French are not going 
to acquire the Province of Tonquin without 
a severe struggle. The deteat of the recon- 
noitering party, although it resulted in the 
loss of some of the Freneh officers of prom- 
inence, is not in itself of much moment; 
butit shows that the Annamese themselves 
are hostile to the movement of the French, 
and this will require the establishment of 
garrisons in the chief places, and to this ex- 
tent will weaken the available force neces- 
sary for the invasion, The Freneh Cham- 
bers only voted a small appropriation for 
the expenses of the cam paign—about $1,500,- 
000—and sent out 1,500 soldiers, Which, joined 
to the force already on the ground, will 
make an army of about 3.000. Were they 
opposed by the Annamese alone they would 
make short work of them, and would very 
speedily occupy the whole peninsula, but 
the invasion has aroused China to the figut- 
ing pitch, That Government has. already 
dispatched 6,000 troops to the frontier, whoare 
weil armed with modern weapons. As the 
Chinese have a splendid fleet, very powerful 
cruisers with heavy armaments, aud in all 
respects, except perhaps in the matter of of- 
hicers and discipline, wéll prepared to dis- 
pute with the French fleet, and have an im- 
mense population upon which to draw for 
soldiers, they may make a very stubborn re- 
sistance to the French army and navy. In 
the end they will be overcoiM, provided there 
is no interference by the French with the in- 
terests of other nations, but that result will 
require a larger appropriation and mcre sol- 
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aggressions with all her force if necessary.

JUDGE Barnum. yesterday called the es- 
pecial attention of the grand jury to the case 
of the notorious Dr. Henry Meyer, who, in 
the language of the court, “has been for 
some time impaied upon the pillory of pub- 
lic accusation.” It was in October, 1878, that 
Meyer was arrested charged with having 
poisoned Henry Geldermann, a wealthy 
grocer of this city. A few weeks later Mey- 
er's wife died under cireumstances which 
intimated that he had been directly 
instrumental in causing her death. 
Soon after the Doctor, who was Still 
under the ban of suspicion, married Mrs. 
Geldermann. A year later Dr. Meyer was 
charged with having poisoued his first wife’s 
child. In the meantime lagging justice had 
found indictments against him on the accu- 
sations relating to foul play in the case of his 
wife and the grocer. These indictments were 
never tried, and, as Dr. Meyer is now charged 
with having attempted to bribe a third party 
to poison his second wife, it does not sur- 
prise the community to learn that the Doctor 
is a fugitive. Judge Barnum does well 
to direct the attention of the grand 
jury to this case. The accused physician is 
either innocent or he has perpetrated not 
one but many grave and atrocious crimes. 
It is certainly due to the public that a rigid 
investigation should be had and that speedi- 
ly. The ease of Dr. Meyer has been a re- 
proach to justice too long. 

Tux authorities of Harvard University are 
still struggling with the problem of how not 
todo it as itappliestothe presentation of 
the degree of LL. D. to the Governor of 
Massachusctts, To confer the degree upon 
him they feel would be an act of humilia- 
tion, for he has more than once made 
them the target of his ridicule; but yet 
hoary traditions require that they should 
do it for Gov. Butler, as they have 
always been in the habit of doing it for 
other Governors. But why do it at all? 
Why do it for any Governor? ‘Is itanything 
more than a mere idie form, this decorating 
every man who chances to be elevated to the 
Gubernatorial chair of Massachusetts with- 
out discrimination or without canvassing his 
claims to it? Certainly it will not honor the 
university to append LL.D, to Ben Butler's 
name, nor will it honor Ben Butler to receive 
it. So far as he and the university are con- 
cerned honors are very easy. Then why not 
seize the opportunity to abolish the practice 
altogether and save the mortification of the 
grimmest joke of the season? The sight of 
Ben Butler standing up before the officers of 
Harvard and receiving the distinction of 
Doctor of Laws from it would make the 
Sphinx smile. ;

Thiréd—We believe in the galidity of the con- 
stitutional amendment as submitted by the 
Legisiature, adopted by the people, and ratified 
by proclamation of the Governor. and we Wil 
use all honorable endeavors to seeure the re- 
versal of the decision of the Supreme Court. 
by which the amendment was deciured in- 
valid. 

Fourth—Until the will of the people shall be 
permitted to assert itself in“conatitutional pro- 
hibiudon. we demand — the laws aow in exist- 

ce be idly enforced. 
ange tat we wili strive by all legitimate 
methods to seeure the election of such men to 
the various civil and judicial offices as are in

He held a small crucifix 
in bie hand and retained it at the spot where 
Marwood pinioved his hands. Fagan submitted 
quietiy to the operation, displaying just a shade 
of anxiety in his rapid step to get hastily to bis 
doom 


He made no statement, merely nodding to the 
priests and saying “Good-by” as he followed 
Marwood up the steps leading to the drop. 

The hangman pulled the cloth off the rope, drew 
the cap over Fagan's face, strapped his knees 
together with a stout strap, affixed the noose 
with a brass ring under his chin, stepped aside, 
and toucbed the lever. 

In an instant the culprit was dead. 
no struggle. 

The face became rapidly discolored, the blood 
trickling from tbe pose when, two minutes after 
the drop, Dr. Carter raised the white cap to look 
at the man’s ce. 

At 9 o'clock the body was taken down and laid 
on the same bench on which the forms of Brady 
and Uurley bad been stretched tor the inepec- 
tion of tne jurymen who bad been impaueled 
to bold the usual inquest. 

The press were as before rigidly excluded 
even from a view of the body after the exeou- 
tion. 

No one, although many tried, had been able to 
get access to the yard in which the scaffoid was 
erected. . 1 

An eye-witness stated that it would have been 
almost impossible to guess that Fagan was the 
doomed man as he walked quietiy along with 
downceast eyes, intent on his religious duties 
and the responses. 

The cruvitix which beheid in bis left hand 
was retained firmly in bis grasp, being removed 
only atter the body bad been taken down. 

As the drop fell the white cap few up. on ac- 
count of the rush of air caused by the descent 
of the body. 

The tace, as seen by those lookinggon, was 
calm, but slightly congested, and the skin of the 
neck was torn by the rope. There was not the 
slightest strugiie or quiver. 

The rope used on the occasion also hanged 
Tauuton in Glasgow and Curley the 138th. 

THE BLOOD MONEY. 

DUBLAIN, May 28.—Farreil, one of the inform- 
ers in the trials of the Phenix Park murders, 
has received £1,000 from the Government, and 
Michael Kavanagh, the carman, another in- 
former, 2230. Both quit the country. 

James Carey. the informer, and his bro ther 
Peter will receive smail sums for their services. 

(Farrell was the original informer. Kavanagh, 
the carman, by correboratinug some parts of 
Farrell's confession, terrified James Carey into 
the detailed statement of Feb. 17, 1883, which, 
although it borrified the world, still let the vil- 
lain out of jail scot free, and will end by putting 
four of his tools in the grave and a dozen in 
conviet-pens for long terms. One hundred 
thousand dollars of reward were offered for the 
information, which was finally obtained at a low 
price from the murderers themselves.] 

[Fagan was put on trial April 2 and rail- 
roaded throuth in a few hours, the desire of the 
Government seemingly bemg to put a stop to 
the panic which two jury disagreements in 
Kelly’s case had brought about. The Govern- 
ment was greatly relieved by the conviction. 
The Crown selected the jury with great care, 
making fifty-four peremptory challenges and 
exciuding Catbolies rigidly. The consequence 
was that the jury readily agreed on its verdict. 
The two preceding juries contained friends. of 
Kelly who were pledged to brug about a disa- 
greement. Had Fagan's jury disagreed the Gov- 
ernment would have resorted to a special com mis- 
sion of Judges, as provided in the Crimes act. 
Fagan was not fortunate in the witnesses who 
were called in his defense. Two of them refused 
to be sworn except under compulsion, and the 
adverse testimony which was ultimately ex- 
tracted from them was of course all the more 
fatal to the prisoner. Justice O'Brien cautioned 
the jury against acting on the uncorroborated 
oaths of approvers; but be poftited out at the 
same time that such corruboration was forth- 
coming. Fagan's counsel admitted that he was 
in Phenix Park the evening of the 6th of 
May, contending that his purpose was in- 
nocent, and that be was not associated 
with the murderers. But in this object 
they failed, and the result was inevitable. 

The jury after deliberating for thirty-five 
minutes returned a verdict of guilty. The pris-

There are many persons who regard Alphonse 
Daudet as one of the greatest novelists who ever 
lived. It Delpit's wound be not too deep, it will 
be the making of his fortune. Daudet was the 
Duke de Morny’s private secretary during the 
period of that statesman's greatest elevation. 
Tne merciless® use Daudet made of inside 
facts in the novel called The Nabob,” and the 
same knack of stirring up all Paris as evinced 
in the “ King in Exile,” insured the author's 
pecuniary success. It was not long ere the 
whole reading world also proclaimed à deep in- 
terest in what’ Parishad been enjoying all by 
herself.

VICTOR HUGO’S MISTRESS. . 

[Paris Correspondence New York Sun.]—Sat- 
urday a curious spectacle was offered to the 
moralist and observer. A large crowd of poets, 
painters, and literary celebrities of ali kinds, in- 
cluding Ernest Kenan, Emile Augier, Clémen- 
ceau, About, Alohonse Daudet, De Banville, 
etc., etc., followed to her grave Mme. Drovet, 
whoever since 1833 bad been the mistress of 
Victor Hugo. For fifty years Mme. Drouet's ex- 
istencé was not separated from that of the poet; 
at Paris, as in extle, she always lived near him. 
following bim to Brussels, to Jersey, and to 
Gue:nsey, and of late y she had lived in the 
same house with Hugo, the Rue Clichy and in 
the Avenue d' Eylau, having her seat at the 
hearth. Philemon on one side, Baucis on the 
other, and managing the receptions and in- 
vitations with perfect tact, im spite of 
her false 
was Juliette Gauvain. Drouet was the name of 
ber uncle, a Geveral of the first Republic. Beau- 
tiful and dowerlegs, Juliette Gauvain, baving no 
particular vocation for conventional life, took 
to the stage, made her début at the Vaudeville, 
and then played in drama at the Odéon and the 
Porte Saint-Martin. In 1838 she created the 
rOie of the Princess Negroni” ip “ Lucréce 
Borgia”; the same year sue created a role in 
Mare Tudor”; after which sue left the stage. 
Mlle. Juliette's réle was taken up Mile. ida 
Ferrier. who afterwards became Mme. Alex- 
andre Dumas, while Mlle. Juliette berseit bo- 
came the friend, the amie of Victor — * 
‘liaison which was never interrupted. And Mme. 
Hugo, you will ask? Mme. Hugo (whose maiden 
name was Adele Foucher) married to the poet 
in 182, accepted the situation, or en- 
dured it, as the case may be., for 
thirty-fve years, until ber death at Bruaseis, 
in 1268. Victor Hugo's chudren also accepted 
the situation. At onetime, it may be remem- 
bered, Mme. Hugo had a moment of revolt, and, 
while ber husband was enjoving the society of 
Mile. Juliette, she, on ber side, carried on a cu- 


rious liaison with the famous critic, Sainte- 


Beuve, as the latter has related in 

passionate verse in a book Of excessive rarity 
called’ Le Livre d' Amour.“ Victor Hugo is, of 
course, an exceptional being, and it is pleaded 
that his conduct fs not to be judged by the ar- 
divary standard of every-day morality. It might 
aleo be responded that Victor Hugo is surround- 
ed by a phenomenal crowd of flatterers and 
ote, Bd bitherto unparatieled in the history of 
literature.

the trial; ministers suspended for one year, un- 
less they give evidence of repentance, shalt be 
disposed of without further trial. In trying 
charges of héresy, the judicatory shouid care- 
fully consider whether the acts complained of 
strike the vitals of religion, and industriously 
spread or arise from the weakness of human 
understanding. It from the lutter, the presby- 
tery shall take prudent means to remove the 
evil. 

The amendments to the Book of Discipline are 
now completed. 

A motion by the Rev. Frederick W. Brauns, of 
Buffalo. that synods and the General Assembly 
shall provide for the hearing of ali uppeais, with 
the exception of beresy cases, by a Judicial com- 
mission, instead of by the full body, was re- 
ere a committee after u test vote had been 
ost. 

The amendments now go down to the presby- 
tery for approval, and then come again before 
the next General Assembiy for enactment, 
when, if adopted, they will supersede the pres- 
ent book, which was adopted in 1821.

UNITED PRESBYTERIANS., 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY AT PITTSBURG. 
PItTrTsBuRG, Pa., May 238.—The United Presby- 
terian General Assembly convened this mora- 
ing at 9 o'clock, Moderator McMillan in the 
chair. The case of Dr. A. H. Blakie, of Boston, 
asking au increased allowance from the church 
funds for extra duties during the term of his 
labors in Boston, occupied the larger portion of 
the morning. A resoluuom continuing the pre- 
vious allowance of $300 per year was adopted. 
The report of the committee instructing the 
presbyteries to see that the salaries of minis- 
ters be promptly puid was discussed and 
adopted. 
A pian of .consolidation of the Committee on 
Sabbath-Schools was under discussion at the 
time of aijournoment 
In the afternoon the Committee on Judiciary 
reported that the appeal of tne Rev. J. W. 
Black, of Kansas, Hiawatna Presbytery, be re- 
turned to him without reading or debate; that a 
committee be appointed by tne assembly to in- 
vestigate the appeal of the Rev. Evans, of the 
Iowa Presbytery; and that a form of tenure of 
church property be submitted to some compe- 
tout lawyer for a legal devision. The report 
was adopted as recommended. 
The Rev. J. G. Curaon presented the report of 
the Committee on Bills and Overtures, which 
consisted of one subject—the use of instru- 
mental music in divine worship. The commit- 
tee, being unable to agree, submitted two re- 
ports. Dr. D. R. Kerr read the majority report, 
which was quite voluminous. It advises against 
any action on the subject that would be dis- 
turbing to the peace of tne churoh. 
The minority report recommends for adoption 
the following resoiuwons: 

“> , Toat iu order to settle the question 

whether instruments of music afe autnorized, 
and to secure uniformity of worship throughout 
the church, the following overture be and is 
hereby sent down to the presbyteries for their 
adoption or rejection—viz.: * The use of instru- 
meuts of music in the worship of God is hereby 
authorized in the United Presbyterian Church.“ 
* Resolved, That until such overture has been 
adopted and enacted sessions are enjvined to 
abstain from the introduccion or use of instru- 
ments in any congregation under cure of this 
assembly.“ 
After reading the reports it was decided to 
make the discussion of the question a special 
order at tomorrow's session. The majority re- 
port is in accord with the views of the majority 
of delegates, and it ® believed that it will be 
adop with possibly some slight changes. 


THE REFORMED CHURCH. 
SESSION OF THE SYNOD AT PITISBURG. | 
Prrrsnond, Pa., May 28.—The fifth day's ses- 
sion of the Reformed Presbyterian Synod was 
taken up almost entirely with the trial of David 
Torrence, a wealthy boot and shoe merchant of 
New York City. Mr. Torrence appeared in his 
own defense, and spoke until the close of the 
morning session. 

The first business taken up at the afternoon 
session was the report of the Finance Commit- 
tee, which was referred back for full details. 
Reports were read concerfiing the use of to- 
bacco, one of which, trom the Rev. Dr. Sloau. 
deciared that the use of tobacco was not of di- 
vive authority, but so long as people preferred 
to use the weed there was no real harm in its 
use. and it should be continued until there was 
some unanimity in the discontinuance of its 
usage. 

The case of David Torrence was again taken 
up, and Mr. Torrence resumed the speech in bis 
own defense. The Kev. J. C. K. Milligan and 
tne Rev. D. McAllister, who were appointed to 
represent and defend the action of the presby- 
tery, spoke at considerable length. After the 
arzuments were concluded, the synod adjourned, 
and tomorrow will vote on the question whether 
or not suspension is justitiabie.

Many Logs Hung Up Under Various 
Circumstances, and Cannot Get Out. 
BRAINERD, Minn., May 28.—[(Special.]—By the 

return of interested parties from a tour ot ia- 

spection of the timber wilderness on the Upper 

Mississippi today the first authoritative reports 

are received of the cutof the winter and the 

progress of the drive. These make the follow- 
ing summary: The logs of eight out of twelve 
large operators are hnung- up under various cir- 
circumstances, and cannot get out without 
great rains; some not even then, as it is so re- 
mote, and the men bave given up and gone 
bome. The winter's cut of Bake Bros., of Minne- 
apolis, 27.000.000. is among these, being bung up 
in Baisom Brok, and in Prairie River. The 
aggregate of los tous bung up is 2,000,000 
feet, which is ove fourth of the average crop 
which comes past Brainerd in the Mississippi 
annually. The rafts bung up or in jams in the 
tributeries are estimated at eighty miles, which 
includes. however, the Canadian logs in Big 

Fork Kiver, which flows northward. Ia one 

Mississippi tributary, Swan Kiver, there is a jam 

of thirty-five miles with 40,000,000 logs in it, 

which cunnot get throuch without rain. It is 
also found, after all, that the cut was larger last 
winter than has been generally believed, but less 

is likely to get to market, so there is reully a 

shortage. The whole region is found to be full 

of cruisers spotting fat lands for the next land 
sale at St. Cloud in August.

Rock IsLanp, III., May 28.—[Special.}—The fact 
that R. R. Cable, Vice-President and General 
Manager of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
tiallroad, came to this city Saturday evening by 
special car and has remained in this city up to 
the present time was a sign of war. The further 
fact chat Genera!-Manager Cable has today been 
jn consultadon with H. B. Ludiow, Assistant Su- 
perintendent, and A. N. Morton, Geoeral Pas- 
senger Agent of the Rock Island & Peoria Rail- 
road, was conclusive evidence that some- 
thing would suddenly drop. An in- 
terview with those well informed this 
afternoon developed the following, whicn 
may be considered as reliavie: The real inside 
facts seem to be that the Chicago, Buriingtoa & 
Quincy Railroad was, for a week or more previ- 
ous to the public cut, sellmg tickets through a 
sealper in Peoria for $5 to the Missouri River, or 
$5.85 below the regular rate. This coming to 
the ears of the Chicago, Roe Island & Pacific 
folks, they made the 50-cent cut, seeing thag 
without it or the regular rates they could do no 
business. This has been running since Saturday 
morning. Today it is publicly announced 
in this city and at every town along 
the line of the Hock Island & Peoria Railroad 
that a 25-cent rate is in force, the Burlington 
having met their 5J0-cent rate. This takes the 
passengers from Peoria via the Rock Isiand and 
the Chicago, Kock Island & Pacitic Railroud to 
Nock Island. Davenport, Keokuk. Ottumwa, Des 
Moines, Couocil Bidif’s, Omaha, St. Joseph, Atch- 
ison, Leavenworth, and Kansas City, all of Wien 
are common points with the ogg Rock Isi- 
and & Pacific and the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroads. 

General Passenger Agent Morton was beard 
today to say that if the Bent rate does not 
catch the business the next drop will be to a 
nickel. He says that be means to have his share 
of the business out of Peoria or the fun of doing 
it for nothing. 

AT PEORIA. 

Peoria, IIL. May 28.—[Special.]~The railroad 
war bere today was characterized by the usual 
morning and afternoon war bulletins. The Rock 
Island issued the Orst, announcing a rate of 25 
cents to Council Bluffs, Atchisou, Kansas City, 
Keokuk, and Des Moines. Later.in the day 
came the Burlington Road with dodgers printed

A Dental that the Alton Company Is 
About to Lease the Chieage, Pekin & 
Southwestern Road. 

Rumors baving been io circulation for several 
days that the Chicago & Alton Kailroad Com- 
pany was about to lease the Chicago, Pekin & 
Southwestern Railroad, a representative of Taz 
TRIBUNE yesterday asked one of the leading of- 
netals of the Aiton what truth there was in such 
statements. He smilingly remarked that the 
rumor was absurd, and said that if the reporter 
would go to Judge Beckwith's office the Judge 
wouid explain the situation. A call was there- 
upon made upou the General Solicitor of the 
Alton Company, and the same inquiry pro- 
pounded. Judge Beckwith also rgpiied in the 
negative, and in answer to the further query, 
“Why not?” the Judge, after searching through 
a lot of old legal documents, produced a coa- 
tract between the Chicago & Alton, Chicago & 
liiinois River, and the Chicago, Pekin & South- 
westero Raiiroad companies, “ This contract,” 
he said, “is dated Sept. 28, 1875, and was re- 
corded in Grundy County before any *mort- 


or deed of trust ot the Chicago, Pekin & 
Southwestern Kailroad Company. It provides 
for the transaction of the entire businegs of the 
Pekin & Soutbwestera Road between the Mazon 
River and Joliet upon the lines of the Alton 
and Illinois River Kailroal companies. The 
ninth article of the contract provides as follows: 
* The said party of the third part (the Chicago, 
Pekin & southwestern Railroad Company) 
agrees that neither it por any line which it may 
lease, buve the control of, or operate, 
nor any railroad company with which 
it may be cunsolidated or united, shall ever 
transfer any treight or passengers destined to 
Joliet, or to points east ot the same, over any 
line which may bereufter be buiit from the Mu- 
zou River to Joliet other than either the line of 
the first and second parties (the Chicago & Al- 
ton and the Chicago & Lilinois River Railroad 
Companies, from suid Mazun River to the junc- 
tion of said roads at or near Joliet.” 

“ Then you don’t propose to lease the Pekin 
Road? was asked. 

Well,“ said the Judge, “it is not a usugl 
thing for the Alton Railroad Company to make 
a bargain for. what it already has. 1 
have never heard of any such propo- 
sition as the leasing by the Alton 
Company of the Pekin & Southwestern Road. 
and from the terms of the contract of 1875, now 
in force between the companies, it will be ver- 
ceived there is no foundation fur any sucù ru- 
mor. The Alton Company bas already by con- 
tract all the control of the business of the Pekin 
& Soutowestern Road which it desires.” 

The rumors that the Aiton Company would 
lease the Chicago, Pekin & Southwestern were 
given much credence in railroad circles here 
because Mr. F. E. Hinckly and a syndicate who 
own a majority Of the stock and bonds of the 
Pekin Road are now  ~obuilding a ew 
line from Chicago to the Muzo iv- 
er. where it is to connect with the 
Pekin & Southwestern. It was generally un- 
dergtood that this very liue, which is running 
almost parallel with the Alton ail the way trom 
Chicago to its connection with the Pekin Koad, 
is to give the “latter an independent outlet to 
Chicago. The Alton, therefore, in order to re- 
tain its relations®with tne Pekin & Southwest- 
ern was anxious to secure control of the latter. 
and thus put the new line from Chicago to the 
Mazon River out of barm’s way. From the 
statement made by Judge Beckwith it appears, 
however, that the Alton bas already a perpetual 
trafiic contract with the Pekin & Southwestern, 
which he says cannot be abrogated. if Mr.

Action bas been post- 
pooed until July 1, and up tb that date the pres- 
ent arrangement sbould continue. As hereto- 
fore stated, the Presidents of the Union and 
Central Pacific have requested Commissioner 
Fink not to carry out the new order 
until the representatives of their roads have 
had an opportunity to meet the representatives 
of the trunk lines and see if a more satisfactory 
arrangement cannot be made.

When the trunk lines acceded to the de- 
mand of the Central Pagitic to pro-rate on Cali- 
fornia business at the low contract rates it was 
done upon the ay et that none of the 
business sbould be diverted by the water lines, 
the Central Pacitic alleging that it was com- 
pelled to discriminate in favor of such ship- 
rs as pledge themselves to ship exclusively 
— rail to keep the business from going via the 
Pacific Mall Steamsbip Company's lines. Since 
the establishment of the ocean line the trunk 
lines bave tound that the Central Pavific was 
diverting all the business it could via its new 


ocean and rail route, and therefore they came 


@ the conclusion that it was vo use to pro-rate 
any longer with the Pacifie roads at the con- 
tract rates, as tite non- contract business was ail 
being diverted over the new Southern Pacilic 
route.

It is doutles a compasion- 
ate sens of these deficiencies in the advocates 
of the “authorized ortbografy,” from Holo- 
fernes to Trench, which has led President 
Barnard, long an apostie of the reform, to go 
over to the other side, in order to sho 
the anti-reformors how to defend 
what they ar pleased to cal their 
“principles.” Such is the expinnation of the 
fol remarkabie icter, adrest tothe under- 
signed and published at the author's request. It 
is by far the ablest and most consistent defense 
of the old sveling I bay ever red. It takes the 
Ouly logical ground between fonetic spelmg ana 
no speling at all, ataining that logical ground by 
extending the “ principies” of the authorized 
speling to al Euglish words, and retusing to ad- 
mit the confusing reeuilarity of which traces 
exist in our speling- books. 

President Barnard, as au advocate, for sweet 
charity's sake, and for this oceasion only, of a 
totering caus, has done the best he cud for the 
old speling. It has never been beter defended. 
Profesor Whitney, who has never defended the 
old speling, even for pity's sake, bas not an- 
other word to say for the new.

tery as ever. John Pres, whose wife the wound- 

ed man called upon Sunday evening, was seen 
in his cell at the Tweifth Street Station yester- 
day afternoon. He claims that be can prove an 
alibi. His story of his whereabouts Sunday and

GOV. CROSBY. 


PROGRESS OF THE NORTHERN PACIFIC~— 
CATTLE-RAISING AND MINING IN MON- 
TANA--THE TERRITORY TURNING REPUB 
LICAN. | 
The Hon. Schuyler Crosby, Governor of Mon- 

tana, arrived in Chicago Sunday and ieft yester- 

day afternoon for West Point, baving been 
designated by the President as a member of the 

Board of Visitors for this year. 

Before going to Montana Mr. Crosby was 
Consul at Florenec for several years. He left 
Helena Wednesday afternoon, and struck 
the Northern Pacific at Townsend, about 
thirty miles this side. The road was being laid 
at the rate of two and a huif miles a day, and 
in a verv few days direct railroad com munica- 
tion between Helena and Chicago would be an 
accow plisked fact. 

West of Helena there was a cap of a little 
over a hundred miies to tinish, and the engineers 
expected to bave the entire line across the con- 
tinent completed by Sept. 20. The Governor 
also said that immigration was pouring into the 
Territory, buth via the Northern Pacific and the 
Utah & Northern Roads. The population was 
now fuily 8,000, and Heleva bad about 6,500 in- 
habitants. Oattle-raising wus the principal 
business, and it was growing eee The loss 
from cold this last winter would not exceed 5 

recent. There were 600,000 bead of sheep in 

vuntana last year, and the wool clip amounted 

to 3,000,000 pounds. Over 20,000 head of im- 

proved breeds of cattie had been imported this 

year. 

The mining interest was improving steadily, 
several new mines baving been located near 
Heiena. Large smelting- works bad been erected 
this year along the line of the Northern Pacitic, 
and a large smelter was in course of construc- 
ton at the Town of Weeks. Eastern capital 
was coming into the Territory very rapidly. 

Ine Goveruor further said that very stringent 
game laws bad been enacted and would be en- 
forced. Being asked about tbe Indians, r. 
Crosby said that there were about 19,000 of them 
in the Territory oa reservations, and that some of 
the best land in Montana was occupied by them. 
The reservations, in bis judgment. were much 
too large, and part of this land should be opened 
to settiers. The Government would act wisely to 
give them cattie, whicu (ney could raise without 
trouble. and which would be a support to them, 
obviating the necessity of immense reservations. 
The ,adians were naturally nomadic. Raising 
Cattiv would suit them, wh le they could never 
be made farmers. In conclusion, Gov. Crosby 
said that, althbugu the Democrats bad hereto- 
fore carried Montana., the Territory was rapidly 
growing Republican. Owing to the heavy Scandi- 
navian immigration and also to the fact that the 
large gangs of Irish laborers who had worked 
on the railroad and voted the Democratic ticket 
would, now that the road was completed, be ro- 
mov

THERE I8 SOME DOUBT AS TO WHETHER HE

THE DUDE CLOWN AT BARNUM’S. 

One of the most amusing features among 
many with the united Barnum and London 
shows, and which is quite an innovation upon 
tne old traditions of the circus, is the dude 
clown. This individual is av exact copy of his 
prototype as be is seen every day joitering 
around the bBotels in New Yor, and whenever 
he makes his appearance it is the signal for the 
most boisterous demonetrations on the part of 
the audience. The dude makes these shows 
complete. A peculiarity of this clown is that he 
never enters any of the rings. but confines his 
operations to the reserved seuts where the most 
people are. He buys bis ticket the same 
as a visitor would, has a little discus- 
sion at the entrance, and keeps coustantly 
looking for a front seat to wien be is not en- 
titied. He emphatically protests that he has 
been imposed upon, and flies from ove usher to 
avother in vain seeking redress.

ALBRIGHT’S TRIAL. 


THE PRELIMINARY WORK OF CHOOSING A 
JURY-—THE INDICATIONS. 

The case of The Peopie vs. T. 8. Albright, who 
is jointly indicted with the man Stephens fer an 
alleged conspiracy to blavkmail Warden Dixon, 
of the County Hospital, was called for trial be- 
fore Judge Barnum yesterday afternoon. The 
time from 3 to 5 p. m. was taken up in securing 
ajury.

He ob- 
jected to take the position of leadmg prose- 
cutor, and insisted thas Mr. Millis should con- 
duct the case, with himself and Mr. Ingham as 
assistants. One reason be advanced for declin- 
ing to act in Mr. Milis’ place was the fact that 
be had recently acted as attorney for Mr. Dixon 
when be was on trial for alleged fraudulent 
transactions in his official posidon, and conse- 
quently he (Mr. Storrs) was in possession of cer- 
tain evidence for the prosecution which he had 
acguired while in that capacity, and which he 
felt a delicacy in using except as an auxiliary 
for the prosecution. 

Judge Barnum granted bis request and 
promised that Mr. Mille would be on hand today. 
Messrs. Forrest and May will conduct the case 
for the defense. It is tolerably weill understood 
that Stephens will turn State's evidence to save 
bimseif, and it is expected that the trial will be 
a most interesting one in every particular.

BISHOP WHIPPLE. 

THE DISTINGUISHED MINNESOTA DIVINE 
COMPLIMENTS BISH@P IRELAND FOR HIS 
TEMPERANCE WORK. 

The Kt.-Rev. H. B. Whipple, Episcopal Bisnop 
of Minnesota, with Mrs, Whipple, was at the 
Grand Pacific yesterday, and left on the evening 
train for home. To u reporter for Tun Tris- 
UNE Bishop Whippie said that the church was 
growing in Minnesota as rapidly as could be ex- 
pected, considering the immense foreign popu- 
lation which was coming iuto the State. Since 
be bad beeu in that diocese, a period of twenty- 
four years, over 100 churches bad been estab- 


lished, There were seven Indian ciergymen in 
orders and 1,500 civilized Indians, about equally 
divided between the Koman Catholic and 
Episcopal churebes. The confirmations this 
year were more numerous than ever heretofore. 
At Faribault be bad $250,000 wofth of ‘school 
buildings, with about 260 scholars of both sexes. 

The Bisbop further said that the foreign emi- 
granuis, who were pouring into the State, were 
an — — class of people, and assimilated 
very quickly with the American portion of the 
pompliaden. No better or wore moral ciass of 
citizens could be tound anywhere. The Roman 
Catboiic Church in Mionesota bad tukeu a de- 
cided stand in favor of temperance, main- 
ly through the efforts of Bishop Ireland, 
for, which it deserved great credit. 
Andthat its efforts had been successful was due 
chiefly to the fact that the Irish, who formed 
the bulk of the communicants, were among the 
most thrifty and respectabie citizens in the 
State, 

Bishop Whipple also said that hé bad just been 
making his agaual visitation, and had traveied 
all over the State except in the Southwestern 
portion, and that everywhere he found that the 
wheat crop was going to be very beavy. He 
commended the public spirit and liberality of 
the weaitby citizens of the State, instancing the 
success that be had met with in estabiisting his 
schools, and also the fact that bis church bad 
four bospitais, and other Jenominations were 
equally well provided for. Altogether de 
thought Minnesota had a very bright future. 


5 JOHANN MOST. 
HIS VOICE 18 STILL FOR WAR. 

Mr. Johann Most, late of Germany, entertained 
last night an audience of Socialists, numbering 
about 300, including ahout thirty ladies, in Vor- 
würts Turner-Hall. His speech was in the main 
devoted to the attempt to show that the condi- 
tion of the workingmen in America was not only 
as bad, but even worse, than that of their 
brethrea in Europe. He claimed that the press 
and the church were both working in the inter- 
est of the capitalists to keep the great mass of 
the people in ignorance, and that the bullot- box. 
far from being the workingman’s friend, was bis 
greatest enemy. He sail 2 the only remedy 
for the existing evils, and Me only way to get 
justice for the laborigg-man would be the vie- 
tory of Socialistic priuciples by the destruction 
of the few in whose hands the wealth of the 
country has béen concentrated. Revolution, 
which was sure to come in Europe in the near 
future, promised this destrucaon, and the la- 
boring-men of all countries, and especially of 
the United States, should arm themselves ana 
be prepared to join the revoiutionary armies. 
The speaker, who was not very delicate in his 
use of language, and who eveu 
made a very obscene allusion to 
Queen Victoria, was freguentiy inter- 
rupted by applause, and seemed honestly intent 
upon earning bis money. A collection to defra 
the expenses of the meeting was made while 
Mr. Most spoke, and the louder the nickels and 
dimes rattled on 2 the mote frequent 
became the jokes and coarse comparisons of the 
speaker.

THE ADAM DAM CASE. 


A Disposition on the Part of Mr. Adam 
to Compromise. 

JOLIET, IL, May 28.—[Special.]—The Adam 
dam case took a new phase today, in which a 
disposition to “take water” is manifested by 
Mr. Adam. His attorneys submitted a proposi- 
tion to the Canal Commissioners as a basis on 
which it was .thought a compromise might be 
effected. The case was set for a hearing at 1 
o'clock, but was postponed until Wednes- 
day pending negotiations for a compro- 
mise. The affair excites general interest. 
It seems that there is a contract existing be- 
tween the original owner of the water-power 
and the Canal Commissioners in behalt of the 
State by whicb the State bound the purchaser to 
buiid adam only tive feet ten inches high, so 
that the water could not be backed up against 
the Canali embankment or interfere with the 
water-power above the dam belongi to the 
State, whefe daws are alsoconstructed to feed 
the canal, and from the water-power of which 
the State receives annual rentais from 
maoufacturers whuse water-wheels wouid be 
partially submerged and rendered useless by 
the Adam dam below being but too high. Un- 
der this contract the original purchaser built 
his dam, and violated it by constructing it 
seventeen inches higher. Mr. Adam bought the 
water-power and dam, subject to this contract, 
which he, following the example of tus original 
owner, violated by not only maintaining an ilie- 
gal bight, but by so constructing it that the 
wuste- water could not escape, tberel® throwing 
still more water back to injure the State's rights 
In view of this, it is re- 
garded as ungraceful in Mr. Adam to 
have enjoined ti manufacturers from using 
surplus power from the “deep cut” leased by 
the State. Had it not been for this movement 
the State would not have interfered in the re- 
construction ot the disputed dam. But by de- 
pying a little Mr. Adam placed himself in a 
pusition to lose all. 

The Commissioners, however, are not dis- 
posed to crowd Mr. Adam to the wall, and have 
taken his proposition for a compromise into 
consideration. He agrees to concede the right 
of the State torent its surplus power along the 
canal and to construct his dam in such manner 
as will conform to the stipulations of the con- 
tract at che proper bight. so as not to throw the 
water back upon the State's property, together 
with several other minor concessions.

Suggestions as to the Disposal of the 
Pauper Dead—Medical Board Troubies 
Per Diem Charges. 

The quarterly meeting of the County Board of 
Commissioners was held yesterday afternoon, 
all of the members present except Commission- 
er Albright, who was engaged in the Criminal

PAUPER BURIAL. 

Bids for furnishing the coffins and burying the 
paupers of the county for the year were next 
presented. Mrs. Mary Koehler offered to fur- 
nish coffins and bury the dead for $1.24 or $1.75 
per body, according to the style of coffin; G. A. 
Elton wanted $1.50 for each burial, and where 
the colfin alone was furnished his bid was $1; 
James R. Williams bid $1.23 and $).70 for cot - 
fins and buriais and $1.65 for coffins without 


burial; and Seigmund & Muller bid $4.25 for 
coffins and burinis and $2.25 for coffins alone,

Becond—That the names of all bodies deliv- 
ered to the colleges be kept at the institumons 
frow which they are obtained, and by each coi- 
lege receiving them. That each body be kept 
by the college reciving it for three days betore 
using it, and it claimed by friends within that 
time to be delivered to them, the college so de- 
livering a body to friends receiving another 
body from the county in its stead. 

Toird—That the oolieges of the city share in 
such bodies pro-rata to the number of matric- 
ulants for the last al college course. 

Fourta—Tbat the Wardens or others in au- 
thority at the pauper iustitudions of the county 
— the coltege to which a proper body is due 
by te jegraph or telephone, and the college so 
notified shall remove said body within twenty- 
four pours.

A Orediter’s Bill Against Samuel J. 
The aged suit of Henry Du Pant and others 
aguinst Sa@uel J. Tilden, of New York, and the 
Unnois Canal Company, came up yesterday 
morning before Judge Blodgett on a motion to 
dismiss.

A Suit Against Church Wardens. ~ 

Judge Blodgett also decided the case of Palmer 
vs. The Wardens and V estrymen of St. Stephen's 
Church. This was a suit on a note for $1,600, 
dated June 14. 1870, given by the defendants to 
Chayncey T. Bowen, and duly indorsed to 
plaintiff. The defendants denied the execution 
of the note. The only proof on the part of the 
plaintiff was the production of the note and the 
testimony of a witness that the defendants who 
signed the note admitted to bim that they bad 
signed it as Wardens and Vestrymen of &t. 
Stepben’s Church, and the testimony of the 
piaintif? that she was holder of the note for 
vaiue. The Judge said the statutes provided that 
Wardens and Vestrymen of a church might bind 
the corporation when authorized so to do by the 
corporation. in the present case there was no 
proof showing or tending to show that the 
church or congregation ever directed or ap- 
proved of the,executon of the note or bad since 
ratified it. The paper did not onits face pur- 
port to have been made by virtue of any vote or 
order of the churoh or cong „%o that, 
while piaintiff wight de a bova fh holder for 
value, there was notbing toestop the defend- 
ants from deaying that the contract was made 
without the eanction of the congregation. Proof 
that certhin persone whose names were signed 
to the note as Wardensand Vestrymen admitted 
that they had so signed did not bind the corpo- 
ration. The rule was well settled that a purty 
could not admit or confess himeeit into office. 
The finding would therefore bein favor of the
